their Faces meal'd, and Torches in their hands, and tome flaſhes.of Sul- 
phur made arthcir entrance , juſt as chey pur their heads through the han-

Burt thele are 
fantaſticall conceirs ; our Do# 15 reall, he will pur off the Man, and pur on 
the Beaſt, only reſcrve to himſelte the benefit of Speech, which mh 
man have, or nor have; he cannot be ſaid to be out of his Senſes for the mat- 
ecr: Strong paiſions left too long unſuppreſs'd, may overthrow the remper 
of the braine, and totally ſubvers che rationall parts, and ſome paiſions 
counterfcited long, whether of griete or joy, have ſo alter'd the perſona- 
ters, that players themſelves (who are moſt uſually in ſuch employments, ) 
have been forc'd to fly ro Phylickz for cure of the difaffetion, which ſuch 
high penn'd humours, and roo ny and ſenſibly repreſented have 
occaſion'd.

His 
Landlord (carefull providore) omitted no cure to compaſle all that might 
delight, and having cffcAtcd that, which he counted moſt difficult, he 
went the cheerfuller about the culinary part. The next day ended to 
both their joys, and Renzgard repan'd ro his entertainments, wonering. 
where his living banquet would be procur'd. Aﬀſupper was provided fix

IfI had mer thee in parity of years, our Gallery had been 
entick'd with the ſweer Imagery of our own loines, Thou might have 
read the Hiſtory of thy ſelte multiplyed, to thy viſiting friends 5 now 
thou lookeſt for ifluefrom a charnel-houſe,cnduring the cruclleſt torment,

thy ſprightfull and Evely perſon. Abandon me for ever (Deer) it labour 
not that divorce, or ſuffer any longer ſo monſtrous a conjundtion.

Euphema, {0 
was this accompliſh'd Lady call'd, made no {crupulous demursto her Lords 
dclircs ; and (ince the bulineſle was to be rranſaRed in the Church,ſhe was 
confident the ſan&iry of the place, belide rhe holy exercifes, would guard 
her from any undecent geſtures, thoughts, or carriages. Moreover ſhee 
knew her ſelfe a Temple, into which no prophane thoughts had ever en- 
tred unreſiſted, and unreplicd ; nor did (hee (and rightly roo) account 
thoſc thoughts her owne, which ſhe forthwith was in Armes againſt, and 
ſummon'd all the ſpiritual Poſſe of her ſoule, ro expell as invaders and 
deadly enemies to 1s happineſſe and pious rranquilliry.

ne other object had diverted her cyc.. ſmpoteztio, that was the old Clariſ- 
ſimo's name , the ncxt day diſpatches a loving letter to Caſimre, reque- 
ſting him to honour his houſe,and cherein intimates, that he defir'd ro con- 
ferre with him, about ſome ſcruples, which did a lictle diſturb che quier of 
his mind. 

Nothing was more affable and willing, nothing more able in all manncr 
of knowledge, but eſpecially in prefzcall Ditznity, and cafes of Conſci- 
ence; ſo that the courtcous invitation wrought not ſo powerfully on him,as 
his owne propenſity and readineſle ro give thoſe helps and fatisfactions co 
any, that were dclirous of them, which by his tuntion he was ingag'4d to, 
and by his great knowledge and experinece he was inabled for. Euphema. 
had been foure years joir'd to /mporentio and Caſimre was the Prieſt that 
knit their hands, which caus'd Euphema to beſtow more then ordinary re- 
verence on him, in reſpe& of the myſticall tie wherein ſhee was bound, and 
according to the Tenet of the Charch, accounting Marriage for a Sacrament, 
did not conceit ſo rudely and uncivilly of her conjunCtion, as it it were no 
more then ſaying, / Joze, &c. Looking upon the cſtare, wherein ſhe was 
now plac'd, and that from whence ſhee came, ſhe could find ic bur a re- 
move from chaſtity to chaſtity, from Y7rg:all and continuall abſtinence, to 
a moderatcd and reitrain'd indalgency of permitted pleaſures, And though 
her Husband was a ſufficient barr to exceſſive dallyances, (yer knowing no 
otherzthen that it was ſo with every man) ſhe labour'd to leſſen his rare and 
ſeldome fruitions, by ſubduing her own fleth rather then his. This day 
in honour to her ſpirituall Father, was an extraordinary Feaſt provided, 
and about the ſeaſon of the day Caſimzre came, and was cntertain'd by 
both of them, with reſpe&, affability, and cheertull lookes, worthy of his 
perſon, parts, and funftion. And in dinner time. he took occalion to bleſs 
himſelfe, and them too, who were ſo conſpicuous for their mutuall loves, 
that he recciv'd no {mall reſpe&t among the People, becauſe by him they 
were united, who attributed much of the bleſſings and happineſle of their 
lives $0 the conſecrated hands, and cficQuall and intentive prayers; which 
flow'd from him at that ſolemnity. A martcr little ſet by in other places,

Dinner ended, and ſome competent time ſpent after in Table-difcourſes, 
Padart Caſimire and Signior Tmpotentio went together into a large Gallery, 
where the Merchant pulling from his breaſt a paper deſir'd his Fatherhood 
to read thoſe heads of his troubles and diſcontents.

very juſtifiable and warrantable ations founded in Nature, and without

Qne age would be the period of man-kinde,; whercfore they were not 
to be diſcommended, who under pretence etEqueſtri4: ſports,made apreyof 
all the Virgins that came tothe ſight, ſatisfying for the preſent rape with an 
after-marriage. Their dearth of womenat home enforcing them ro pro- 
vide in time trom their neighbours, leſt their Nation ſhould cnd ig themy- 
felvesfor want ef poſterity : Yet none of cheſe ufurp'd the beds of ſuch as 
were married amengſt cthem,or thought ir lawfull co abuſe choſe Husbands 
who were not bleſvyd with iflue. Much lefſe doch any Hiſtory afford men 
of ſo ftupid and low ſfoules, who weuld proftirute their wives to any Or 


ther, and that they might be ſuppoſed Fathers,be known Wittals ro them- 


ſclves,and panders to their own beds. 


It isnort with women astrecs, there you may inoculate, and ſer ſtrange- 


grafts, not ſo on them without ſpoyling the ftick, and unbarking thar bo- 
dy,which is vitiated and corrupted by the approach of outward aiz,and for 
want of the genuine covering and nacurall ſecurity it was plac'd in, © The 
more generous of ſenſible creatures, permit -not variableneſle in their 
mates, bur puniſh their delinquencies with death, and the aflaulter t00, or 
elſe die themſelves in the revenge, abhorring ſo tame and degeneracea 
complyance, as to look on, or enjoyn it. The men of Primitive times, or 
the Golden Age(as they call'd it)in caſe of their defeQts, took ro themſelves 
* Concubines, and obtain'd from them, thoſe comforts which they would 
rather have had from their legitimare conſorts. But theſe men multiplyed 
themſelves, they did nor hire journy-men to doe their work for them, ner 
rejoyce ina Changeling,as it were a child. But to all this you anſwerwhas 
the impotency and fauls being on your own fide, your arc bound in Con- 
ſcience ro recompence the wives paricnce and defraudings with fomerhing 
anſwerableto her expeQations. It you were (Signior) fr1gidws antt nuptids, 
then you ſhould not have adventur'd upon Marriage, it being aulitas fun- 
damentalis, and a juſt cauſe why your wife ſhould require her dowry 
dack. Or is itany faſcination or Witchcraft, whereby you arefrigiane 
guoad hanc > then you muſt uſe holy meanes, and the affiſtance of devour 
perſons and prayers to diſinchant you z the Church inſuch caſes hathnor 
loſt the power of Exorciſme, 'But the remedy- youſeck> is worſe therthe 
difcaſe, rogive your wife to the Divell Body and Soule, becauſea part of 
yours is impedited by his miniſters. Or it your frigidirty be fromche VVin- 
ecr of your age, you know, warme clothes, fires,andgood Cordidls,make 
us inſenſible of ſharp weather, and theſe naturall faylings of your years 
may be happily repaird by lawfull helps, ftrengthening juices, fementa< 
tions, baths, and thelike,and what youthink impoſſible (as from-your dry 
Rock ) A — opend at root and lopp'd, and all ſeaſonablecareta- 
ken, may bloom and bring forth fruivwithour znoculazing, © : 
But ſuppoſing, not granting the difficulty of reftoring whats decay'd, 
will you bkean overladen Tree, be propt up with a fotk Wy Ot G0 
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the barrcn bed is better then a quiver full of ill-headed Arrows. Will you to þ. 
pleaſe the'Europa, Mctamerphoze your felfe into a Bull, a very Cenraure, 
halfe man, halfe beaſt > Sucha Monſter is he made, whoſoever volunta- 
rily, or 1nvoluntarily, hath loſt the propriety in his wife, Buta reſignati- 
on is moſt unmanly and impieus. How can two indiſpenſable vows and 
bonds be by conſent broken, unleſſe one may conſent to doe what he 
hath articled never to doe 2 how can you permit your wite 0 be a Whore, 
C(unleſfle you miſplace or miſunderſtood the words, for better for nor{e?) 
Againe, would you give another leave to call you what you make your- 
ſelte, or your wite by that title which you have impos'd upon her ; or (it 
your ſpurious deſigne proſper not)would you try the P:iatza over,and make 
your ſ{clte Notifima Fabula mundo. Y ou have vow'd to be hers, ſhe likewiſe 
to be yours, and what (hall be borne of her, ro be both yours and hers. - A 
ranger intervening, breaks all theſe ingagements ; you plainly with a 
de jure cedere, cutting off your own intaile as to your progeny,and diſpol- 
ſeſſing your ſelfe of tenancy for life. The wit is made /urts alien, and 
the Sildren (which of all our goods we account moſt our own) Jurrs put- 
lict. - Baſtards are the Common-Wealths children, and therefore theirs, 
becauſe nor Father nor Mother would owne them, bur exposd them to 
the publike charity : And will a man of your diſcretion,a Senatour and pub- 
lique Father, priviledge that at home, which you would ſeverely puniſh in 
ſuch incontinent perſons abroad. Impotentio was very much diſturb*d 
with theſe rebukes and reaſons : (but yer nor diflwaded ) which change of 
looks Caſimire taking for a remorſc, and outward figne of inward com- 
junction, did not farther nettle him 3 but ſaid, the conviftion of your 
rehead puts me 1n hopes of the converſion of your heart, which I hope js 
alrer'd by this diſcourſe from your firſt intentions. A bleſſing on the cure; 
and ſo giving him his benediction, the good Father departed full of hopes 
and joy for his new convert. 

Impotentio waited on him, fearing his wife might be inquiſitive/to learn 
ſome whatof him 5 bur the good Father knew that ſuchdiſcoveries,though 
notin confeſſion, were of dangerous conſequence if reveal'd, and therefore. 
with a look as checrfull as when he came firſt, having given a Benedifion . 
eo his daughter, (freed from ſuſpition by his plauſible ceuntenance) he re- 
paird to: his Covent. ſmpotentio champt upon this bit of Caſimires a day 
or two,but with like ſucceſſe,as Mules and Horſes,who arc imboſs'd;foame 
and chafe the more. He remembred Reg

That he had often commerc'd with a Merchant of Angli-terra, a Gen- 
eleman youthfull, handſome and ingenious, in very high credit on the P:at- 
24, and on whom the Clar;ſſimo's many of them caſt an eye of more then or- 
dinary regard,and often call*d him to theirTables.The gentleman wasa ſin- 
gle man,and very rich,ſo that /mpotentie promiſed ro himſelfe ſucceſſe, if his 
vigilane wife were not impregnable, nor to be ſurprisd. The next Ex- 

nge, his fortune was to meer him, and having ſaluted cach the other, 
the Clarifimo deſired him, te howour his houſe that day with his com pany 


atmeale, Sexguine Fernall;ſuch was the Merchants name intimating his 
unworthinefle of ſo high reſpect, ſaid, he ſhould hereafter endeavour to 
make himſelfe capable, and for the preſent he would be indebted for the 
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entertainment.Our Merchant was not acquainted with the Yenetiaz humor; 
& therefore ſummon'd up all his cautionary rules, circumſtances and coun- 
fels, which cicher his friends,or his own obſervarions had enrich'dhim wich- 
all, and having heard very much of the fame of che old Stgniors Lady, her 
beauties and accompliſhments, he reſolv'd to double. arme himfelfe, - and 
ſet a watch upon his eye and tongue, tor there was ſubjeRt enough for cicher 
ro be luxurious 0n, From the P:atza they went off rogether to Impitentio's 
houſe, which was one of the ſtarclieſt buildings of che City, a Receiptfor a 
Prince, but that itentertain'd a Goddeſle; for Euphema comming into the 
dining Roo, (o tranſported our Merchant with her luſtre; that he knew 
not preſently, whether he fhould ſalute or worſhip. > Toa 483.200 
But preſently reſftord by the melting Corall of her lip, he fate down 
with civill confidence, inwardly admiring the ſeverall confluences ef gra- 
ces;that his eye beheld, and could no where, but thtre behold. Ar dinner 
he durſt not lct his eye beguile his mouth, nor wander on the womens ſide, 
which made him cat like a Mad man, not minding what he took, nor how 
it went downe, and Exphema (as ſhee © was an excellent diſseter of. che 
Creature) carving to him ſome ſpeciall fowle, the puzled wighe gave her 
his us'd plate inftcad of the ſervant. 'I he Clarrfſimo gave him the boon cheer 
ina luſty glaſs of Wine, which being by one of the Gentlemen preſented 
ro him, it was his wiſh, the glaſs had been che ſpire ofa Steeple, and as 
narrow asa pin-caſez for all that while he might have viewed,unſuſpetted, 
the Face which had ſerhis heart on fire, not to be quench'd by ſuch a glaſs, 
though it had been fill'd with 4lpize water. Wheretore imputing theſlow- 
nels of his draught to the goodneſs of the Wine, which was to be drank 
with no haſty, but with deliberate pallat, he ſaid, Szgzzor, . other Clarsſi- 
mo's drink Wine, but you Nefar, anda Philoxenus's neck were nov an 
ill wiſh to him, who would cake a right Geſtew of it. And craying ano- 
ther glaſs, he preſented health and happineſle to the Lady of the place. The 
Tablc's remov'd, Clariſimo and Yerxall retird into @ very faire Gardens 
and a little bchind that, they enter d a grove of Trees, and delicate walks 
every where berwixt'um.

on Grammer,Rhetorick and Logick, 1o;that by their good wils, they will nor 
teave a man for Armes, unlcif: he be a Porter, a Vagrant, or a decaid Gen- 
tleman, Bankrupt, a Waterman) or journy men Taylors, who yet con- 
tend mightily to be under ſomeot the ſeven Screxces, though not as they 
are liberall : Shoomakers pretend to a Geztle Craft roo, but honeſt b4l/-Con, 
he is ours: The Butchers are not deny'd us, though they are notallow'd to 
be de ure Packs, they are de Jure Belli, This one profeſſion is enoligh for 
our worke, to cleave ſuch a company of Calves-heads, as they have mu- 
ſter'd up rogether. Another thing they obje&, that their paines exceed 
thoſe of the Souldier 3 by how mnch ſpirituall or menrall paines tranſcend 
corporall, Indeed the School-Maſters paines is ſomewhat, and the ſcho- 
lars under him mere, but that isall corporall.

ciall Officers of. the Hawkes and Hounds, which appurtenances to great 
Families, commonly arc gratified in a better ſort, per azawm for the erai- 
ning of a whelpe, or making a Hawke, then the ocher proteſſours are for 
educating a ſon, and fitting him forthe World. A decrepis Huntſman or 
Falconer may have a quietus, and goe with a Coppy-held, or ſome ſmall 
annuity,when atter the poliſhing and preterring ot a hundredScholars ſuc- 
ceſſively, a School- Maſter (hall have only his punuall Mizertall, and fo 
leave him to his 24:11, ro weary out his life like a Horle with continuall 
exerciſe, forgot al:k*, by Parents and Scholars, unlcſle it be a Seneca or 
an Ari(toile, whotc tcholars were very able men and Souldiers, Alexander 
and Nero: Yet this latter wiſhd a Neſc:1ſset Literas, rhe knowledge of 


Armes being more ſutable to a Prince then books. And Alexander lov'd 


Arifto'le, and admit him, but followed the Camp, andleft him to his Par- 
va naturalia. (Ceſar allo wasa great Souldier and Scholar, andLI only wiſh 
my {clte more learned then Iam, forthe commendations given of him ; be 
wrote with the (ame Genius that he fought. Now were Don Guixet {o inabled, 
what Comments would the World have of his adventures, and how 
plauſible ? The Arcades would be laid by, Polerander ſet afide, and onl 
Don 2uixot would be the ſtuddy and dclight, and taking Legend, with a 
thatlove Armes,or to Arme Ladies. And for this very end only, Ican 
admit of ſome {mall familiarity with learning) for it did highly inflameme 
eo read, well worded, and in expreſſions anſwerable ro their a&ions, the Fa- 
mous Wars of X:zg Pippin, the Gyants, and the Gods, and Hercules, beſides 
Fleximaryt, Don Gateer and D Amadis, which I have atmy fingers ends. Buy 
otherwiſe for Learning, it is a meer cheat, and the grand Profefiours like 
Sooth-ſayers, laugh one at another, The Grand S:gntor and Souldier of 
the World, allows of no Learning. Plato baniſh'd Poets out of his Com- 
mon-Wealth ; and how many now adaies runup and downe the Vorld, 
having all thingy in cheir heads, but bread. Ir had been better to know no- 
thing, then to know want; yet they will anſwer him in ſome ſtoicall ſen- 
rence, "tis better to know how to want, then want knowledge. Enjoy the 
Paradox good Pincht-Belly, while I ſhew the men of the times, men of the 
firſt times in cheſe laſt ; men of gold, who came not into the World to be 
ſerv'd laſt,or ſtarv'd at laſt.

This is our 
Rubrick, (the Scholars) the letter which doth immortalize, or rather Ca- 
290xize us. A vengeance take all Gunnes, Bullets, Powder, and the Authors 
of them. Printing and they were abour an age, and the Devill knows 
which is the worſt.

Y Virtches are confin'd 
in their nightrambles, to egge ſhels, and Hell affords nothing but an 1gnic 
Fatwws, an cxhalation, and 6:U1op 4 burnt taile, or will with the wiſpe. Noe 
a Dragon, nor a flying Horſe, nor a fiery Chariot, nothing high and won-. 
derfull, comes out in theſe: levelling rimes. It is well that a wooden In- 
chautment may be had, ſo great have the waſts of late been, that the Gal- 
lows complaines for want of reparation 3 and Charts de Forrefts humbly 
ſhews that her depopulations are {o vaſt, that they will leave her ncither 
rootnor branch. 

One may feels halfe a leagae off the Amber this Devil ſmels of.] Sancho had 
found out an incarnate Devill amongſt theſe diſguis'd Porters of the Dor, 
and as the Dox in place where found out by the infallible ſmell, chat Sancho 
was a man ; ſo here he might have by his noſe diſcovered Lord Ferdinand 
to beno Devill ; the Devill is ſaid to be the Prince of the aire, but of the 
worſt, that is, his uſuall cheats being by fogs, miſts, and filthy vapours,ſhew 
very well that he is no friend tothe Millener, and loves no powder,bur that 
of the Gunn.

To whom Don Quixot ſaid, good Ladies doe not weep.) It was a needleſle 
prohibition ; for they did but ſay they wept ; teares ot laughter they had 
ſhed many upon him, and now (if any were viſible) they proceeded from 
the ſame cauſe.

known that this age hath more. abounded with Romances then any other, 
upon what reaſon is not hard to conjefture 3 and yeb no man dare {ay, bur 
here is a well goveri?zd Common-wealth ; but what prejudice I pray, when 
the ſubjets are known to be fabulous and figments? no man's faith 1s be- 
guiled, ner any perſwaded to believe them as atruth ; rather on the con- 
trary, where the minds of the vulgar arenor buſted in fome ſuch pleaſant 
arguments, they fall upon matters which lefle concerne thera, and become 
troubleſome Judges of the Stateand Church wherein they live ; where- 
fore it hath been accounted great policy to divert thoſe mens fancies, by 
licenſing Plaies, ſports, and divers recreations from buſineſſes above their 
capacity, and not of common ventilation. For want of theſe chimera's, 
(which had no more harm in them, then their impoſhbility) reall phan- 
raſmes, and ſtrong deluſions have ſucceeded and pofleſled nota few, who 
tranſported with their owne imaginations, doe not write Romances, bur 
a them, and fill the world with ſubſtantiall Tragxdies,

-Linguaz that learned Co- 
mzdy of the contention betwixt the five ſenles for the ſuperiority, isnot ts 
be proſtituted to the common ſtage, bur is only proper fer an Academy z to 
them bring Jack Drumm's entertainment, Greens tu quoque, the Devil of Ed- 
munten, and the like 3 or it it be on Holy dayes, when Saylers,VVarer-men, 
Shootrnakers, Butchers and Apprentices are arleifure, then is is good 
licy ro amaze thoſe violent ſpirits, with ſome tearing Tragedy full of 
fights and skirmiſhcs : As the Guelphs and Gurtl:ins, Greeks and Trojans, ot 
the three Lozdon Apprentiſes, which commonly ends in fix atts, the ſpea- 
cors frequently mounting the ftage,and making a more bloody Cataſtrophe 
* amongſt chemfelves,then che Players did. I have known upon one of theſe 
Feſtivals, bur eſpecially art Shrove-t:de, where the Players have been ap- 
pointed, notwithſtanding their bils to the contrary, ro a& what che major 
pare of the company had a mind. to 5 lometimes Tamerlane, {omeriumes Jr- 

urth, ſometimes the Jew of Malta, and ſometimes parts of all cheſe, and 
-atlaſt, none of the three taking, they were forc'l ro undreſle and put off 
their Tragick habits, and conclude the day 'with the merry milk-maides. 
And unlcfſe this were done, and the popular humour ſatisfied, as ſome- 
times itſo fortun'd, that the Players were refra&ory z the Benches, the 
tiles, the laths, the ſtones, Oranges, Apples, Nuts, flew about moſt liberally, 
and as there were Mechanicks of all proteſons, who fell every oneto his 
owne tradeand diſſolved a houſe in an-inftant,and made a ruine otatarcly 
Fabrick, It was not then the moſt mimicall nor fighting man, Foxley,nor 4n- 
drew Cane could pacific ; Prologues nor Epilogues would prevailez the 
Devill and the fool were quite our of favour. Nothing bur noiſe and tu- 
mult fils the houſe, untill a.cogg rake 'um,. and then to the Bawdy houſes, 
and reforme them ; and inſtantly to the Banks fide, -where the poor Bearcs 
muſt conclude the riot, and fight twenty dogs at a time beſide the Burchers, | | 
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which ſometimes fell into the ſervice 3 this pcrtorm'd, and the Horte 
and Jack-an-Apes for a jigge, they had ſport cnough that day for nv- 
thing. 

Thoſe that are now exhibited, are mirrors of wanity, patternes of foll;, and 
Images of Voluptuouſneſſe.] The Spanith ſtage ineccd, as well as the French 
and Engliſh, have been much corrupted, partly through the cfferninacy 
of the times, bur chiefly by unskilfull Authors ; tor, the French are fo ob- 
ſcene, that Arerznes pictures may bt repreſented without any offence; be- 
ſide their looſe and apiſh geſtures reader them very ridiculous, and the 


© permiſſion of women, pcrſonally to act, doth very much enervate the 


Auditory, and teacheth luſt, while they would but teigne ir. The Spanith 
ſcene is much of it Legend, or ſome fictions upon Hereticks, and as they 
did render their perſons and viſagesto be molt horrid, 0dious, and inhu- 
mane, to the Pcople of their Countric, fo they, nevcr bring any of thcle 
ſe&s upon the ſtage, but they have a Hcll;turies. and ſtrange rorments pro- 
vided for them. But it fcll out once, that ar ihe repreſentation of ſuch a 
Tragt-Comedy before ſome ſtrangers, not Roman Catholicks, the Judi- 
catory of Cardinals, Fryars and Jeſuitcs, (who wcre to condeme the He- 
retick party to Tophet ) being very burthenſome, broke the judgement 
ſeat, and fell all into Hell before they had arraign'd the ſchiſmaticks, 
as they call them, which caus'd ſuch a laughter amongſt the Gentle- 
men ofthe contrary opinion, that their mirth prov d almolt matter for the 
Inquiſition; norare the incongruitics and abſurdities of our owne ſtage any 
lefle or more excuſable, ir being a long time uv to hiſtoricall arguments, 
which could net be diſpatched but by Chor, or the delcending of ſome 
god, or a Magitian: As in the playes of Bungy, Bacon, and Vanudarmaſt, 
the three great Negromancers, Dr Fauitws, Chinon of England, and the 
like, Every a&@ beirg ſupported by ſome long narrative, which was the 
Apology for the ſolceciſticall appearances of children, become men in an 
inflenc within the ſpace of ewo muſicks, infants, and great Commanders: 
and ſometimes without any regard te the credit of their Hiſtorics ) as in 
the play of Adam and Eve) the good grandam is brought in with two or 
three waiting maides attending her, and in Paradiſe roo, when there 
were but ewo in all the world. So at Azdrid inthe divine Commudics ; 
Saint 7oþz the Baptiſi-is preſented with a Crofle triumphant in his hand, be- 
forc his Maſters paſſion, many a yeare, And in the Tragzdy of Balel, an 
interpreter of the ſeverall confuſions of rongues, when one man could not 
tell what another ſaid. And fo in their ſhewes of the lives of Saints, Sr 
Francs is brought in pulling the Devill by the noſe, which was the mira- 
cle of St Dunſtans tongs; and the Lady Xary is robbd of many cf her 
owne aftions, which now are celebrated for the Lady of Loretres, St Winn, 
St Bridget, and the Virgin Martyr. 

All which inconvenicenes might be redreſſed, if there were ſome ander(] aruding 
and diſcreet perſon ordain'd at Court.) An7zigo Jones for (cenes,and a Bex 
Tobnſon for Playes, would have wrought great cures upen the ſtage, and 
it was ſo well reform'd in England, and growne to that height of Language, 
and gravity of ſtile, dependency of parts, poſſibility of plot, compaſle of 
time, and fulneſſe of wit, that it was not any whereto be equall'd ; nor 
are the contrivers aſham'd to permit their playes (as they were ated) » 
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the publick cenſure, where they ſtand firme, and are read with as much 


{atista8tion,as when preſented on the ſtage, they were with applauſe and ho- 
nour. Indeed their names now may very wel be chang'd & call'd the works 
not Playes of Tob»ſon, Beaumont and Fletcher, Cartwright, and the reft,vehic 
arc {uryivers of the ſtage ; that haing faln, not into Courr-Refornders, but 
more ſeverecorrefors, who knowing not how toarnend or repair, þÞ 
plucktall downe, and left themſelves the only ſpeRacle of their ee.) E
